THE CHAPLIN CLARK HOUSE 
Ca. 1671 Rowley, MA 


Authentic first period house, intact and structurally unchanged for more than three hundred years. Carefully 
and professionally restored to museum quality, the early 17th Century features have been uncovered and re- 
tained without compromising livability.

A marching band, a colorful civic parade and a 
spirited dragon dance helped to celebrate the open- 
ing of the Peabody Museum’s new 26,700 square 
foot Asian Export Art Wing on May 14th, 1988. 
The museum’s second major addition in twelve 
years, the new wing climaxed twenty-four months 
of solid, dedicated work on the part of Trustees, 
Building Committee, Director and the entire muse- 
um staff, backed by generous members and friends 
of the institution. 

Critics and public alike have reacted enthusiasti- 
cally to the new wing. The quiet elegance and 
thoughtful detailing evident throughout the interi- 
or, and the harmonious fusion between the garden 
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facade and the newly landscaped Oriental Garden 
attest to the imaginative artistry and technological 
ingenuity of all concerned. These include the ar- 
chitects, Kallman, McKinnell and Wood of Boston; 
the landscape architects, Peter L. Hornbeck and 
Associates of Andover, Mass.; the contractors, Jack- 
son and Company of Dedham, Mass.; the design- 
ers, Donovan and Green in collaboration with 
Stuart Silver Associates, both of New York; and 
the lighting consultants, ‘Terry, Chassman and As- 
sociates, also of New York. 

The new wing preserves and displays a unique 
collection of approximately 10,000 objects made 
in India, Sri Lanka, Indonesia, China, Japan and 


the Philippines between 1500 and the present. This 
spectacular collection is generally regarded as the 
most extensive in the world. It consists of paint- 
ings, ceramics, furniture and lacquerware, gold- and 
silverware, textiles and wonderfully wrought fans, 
toys and carvings which contemporary traders 
called “fancy goods,’ some of which, in today’s view 
might be regarded as works of art. 

An overview of the new wing reveals one gallery 
allocated to the Asian trade as a whole, one to 
Japanese export art, one to the export art of India 
and neighboring areas and nine to Chinese export 
art. This allocation of space, obviously weighted 
in favor of China, accurately reflects both the rela- 
tive size of the Peabody Museum’s Asian export 
art collections and the actual proportion of objects 
exported from Asian countries to the West. 

Approximately 1,200 of the 10,000 objects are 
displayed at any given time in 13,500 square feet 
of gallery space! Because there is so much to see 
and because many of the objects are on public view 
for the first time, it may be worthwhile to high- 
light some of the rarest and most significant objects. 


Porcelain 

Visitors will observe that almost the entire first 
floor gallery space in the new wing has been allo- 
cated to Chinese export porcelain. Reasons for this 
are compelling: Chinese export porcelain was for 
four centuries the largest and most important 
category of luxury objects shipped to the West. 
Moreover it remains the area of greatest interest to 
collectors and the general public. The display of 
approximately 400 Chinese export porcelain objects 
presented in four galleries is one of the largest per- 
manent displays of this material in North Ameri- 
ca. It also contains some of the very first export 
porcelains to enter an American museum col- 
lection.” 

Outstanding among the early Chinese export cer- 
amics that entered the Salem East India Marine 
Society, as the Peabody Museum was originally 
designated, are two special order pieces for the 
American market, displayed in the Garden Gallery. 
These were both donated in 1803. The first is a 
pair of so-called “nodding-head figures” represent- 
ing a Chinese official and his wife, seated on garden

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rocks. Realistically modelled and painted, these 
beautiful figures bear the stamp of recognizable por- 
traits; they are described as “copied from life,” but 
the observer needs no persuasion to believe in the 
likenesses. This remarkable pair was donated to the 
Society by Captain Richard Wheatland, ancestor 
of the contemporary Richard Wheatland, President 
of the Museum’s Board of Trustees.* 

Another of these early gifts is the famous pair 
of soup tureens in the form of Chinese swan-geese 
donated by Captain Ward Blackler. These were, ac- 
cording to a custom that would appall any present- 
day curator, put to use regularly at the Society’s 
annual dinners. Beautifully modelled, with each 
feather visible under a lustrous off-white glaze, these 
twenty-two inch high figures are believed to be 
unique.* 

Generous donors have continued to add to the 
Peabody Museum’s world-class porcelain collection. 
Two of the most important recent additions are il- 
lustrated here. The first is a bottle, twelve inches 
high, with underglaze blue decoration represent- 
ing a Spanish coin bearing the quartered royal arms 
of Castile and Leon. Research indicates that coins 
of this style were minted in Mexico between 1536 
and 1619.° Both the form of the bottle and the style 
of the painting point to a date of 1560-1580. This 
bottle is one of five known examples, all of which 
are thought to have been part of the extensive col- 
lection of Philip II of Spain (b. 1527; 1556-1598). 

The second gift is a large oval water basin with 
brilliant rose palette enamel decoration of floral 
swags and elaborately diapered grounds. This de- 
sign is based on a drawing by Cornelis Pronk 
(1691-1759) who was commissioned in 1734 by the 
Dutch East India Company to execute designs that 
Chinese potters and enamellers could reproduce on 
export wares. These extremely rare basins, origi- 
nally accompanied by large water jars, provided a 
supply of water for hand washing and emergency 
use in case of fire in the houses of directors of the 
Dutch East India Company and other wealthy 
Netherlanders.®

Paintings 

The Peabody Museum’s large holdings of export 
paintings include examples in a variety of 
mediums-—oil on canvas, watercolor and gouache 
On paper, and reverse painting on glass, to men- 
tion but a few. Some of the most important of these 
which are to be found in the second floor Asian 
Trade Gallery, introduce the visitor to the principal 
Asian ports trading with the West. 

On the north wall of this gallery can be seen a 
set of four large port scenes in oil on canvas by You- 
qua, one of the best-known landscape painters 
working at Canton between 1840 and 1870.’ These 
magnifient views of Canton (Guangzhou), Wham- 
poa (Huangbo), Macao and Hong Kong provide 
much more than decorative impressions. Lively 
depictions of Chinese and Western shipping are in- 
formative and accurate down to the last detail— 
the various riggings of each ship, the coloring of 
every flag, the individual design of every junk. Fur- 
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thermore the depiction of land and water represent 
a high level of topographical painting. 

A more recent addition by museum purchase to 
the painting collection hangs on the west wall of 
the Asian Trade Gallery. This painting in color on 
silk is by Kawahara Keiga (1786-ca. 1860), a 
Nagasaki artist who specialized in views of Dutch 
traders and interiors of the Dutch factory at Deshi- 
ma. Keiga’s best known works are similar to the 
Peabody’s unsigned painting which shows the beau- 
tiful bay and harbor of Nagasaki with a Dutch ves- 
sel anchored off the fan-shaped island of Deshima.® 
This tiny islet, on which the Dutch lived as virtu- 
al prisoners, provided the main outlet for trade with 
the West from 1641 until Commodore Perry 
negotiated the Treaty of Kanagawa in 1854. The 
Peabody’s view bears a legend with the names of 
Captain P. Bruining, his frigate the Cornelia en Hen- 
riette, and the date August, 1840.

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Furniture 

Major examples from the collection of Chinese, 
Japanese and Southeast Asian export furniture, 
which numbers about 300 objects, are displayed 
in Chinese and Japanese decorative arts galleries 
on the second floor and in the Indian Gallery on 
the mezzanine floor. 

No visit to the new wing would be complete 
without viewing the two extraordinary pieces of 
Chinese export furniture illustrated here. The desk 
with mirror on stand, which follows contemporary 
English forms, dates from the first third of the 18th 
century. In contrast to Indian ivory furniture, which 
is made of ivory veneer over a wood core, this piece 
is made of quarter-inch thick sections of solid ivory 
flattened and carved with floral-bordered figure and 
landscape scenes. Each of the four legs is carved 
from a single tusk. Acquired at auction with funds 


donated anonymously, it is the only ivory piece of 
Chinese furniture that has so far come to light.° 

A second piece bound to catch the visitor’s eye 
is the astonishing eight-foot high Chinese “moon 
bed” carved at Nigpo (Nigbo) by the firm of Sung 
Sing Kung especially for the Chinese pavilion at 
the Philadelphia Centennial Exposition of 1876. 
The bed is a marvel of Chinese joinery consisting 
of more than eighty-two separate pieces which, 
without screws, nails or glue, can be taken apart 
and put together like a gigantic puzzle. The extraor- 
dinary carving and decorative inlay of ivory and 
contrasting woods, characteristic of Ningpo crafts- 
men, attracted the admiration of large numbers of 
visitors at that first exhibition as they do today in 
Salem2° 

From the sixteenth century, the Japanese furni- 
ture most eagerly sought by Westerners has been

that made of lacquer. A black lacquer cabinet on 
its original English giltwood stand, both dating 
from the late 17th century, provides one basis for 
the high reputation of Japanese artisans. The cabi- 
net doors display lakeside pavilions in the raised 
gilt decoration known as takamakie, leaving am- 
ple empty space to show the beauty of the plain 
lacquered surface. Elegantly chased copper fixtures 
add further interest to the piece. 

Visitors should not leave the Japanese export art 
gallery (the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Devereux 
Hill) without noting the rare lacquer objects includ- 
ing demilune tables, knife cases, a tilt-top table and 
a clothing box brought to Salem by Captains James 
Devereux and Richard G. Derby in 1799 and 1801 
respectively, more than fifty years before Commo- 
dore Perry’s expedition” 


Gold- and Silverwares 

Gold- and silverwares are one of the glories of 
the Peabody Museum’s Asian export art collection. 
Realizing the significance of the Museum’s hold- 
ings of Chinese export silver, including the great 
Oberod collection, the gift of a museum trustee, 
the architects designed a gallery specifically for dis- 
playing these treasures. The result is an intimate 
space composed of three skylit octagonal pavilions 
each with a window looking out on the Oriental 
garden below. High security “Tiffany-style” cases 
enable the visitor to study the objects at little more 
than a hand’s-breadth distance; close enough to ap- 
preciate the incredibly fine execution of the varied 
and imaginative designs that embellish these ob- 
jets de vertu. 

Illustrated here are examples of two of the three 
styles of silver displayed in the Chinese export gold 
and silver gallery. The straight-sided oval teapot 
with urn-shaped finial, beading and bright-cut 
decoration, together with its conforming stand 
represent a Cantonese regional interpretation of an 
English or American neoclassical style teapot of 
the period 1790 to 1810. Made by Cumshing (ac- 
tive 1785-1825 and a contemporary of Paul Revere), 
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Desk on Stand with Mirror, ca. 1730 H. 71% in Depth 212 in. 
Ivory and rosewood. In this unique Chinese export desk only the 
backs of the mirror, desk and drawers, and the top of the stand are 
wood. Museum purchase with funds donated anonymously.

the telltale clues to its Chinese origin are to be found 
in the splayed spout and handle attachments to the 
body. The teapot, which is now separated from a 
matching sugar bowl and creamer, has an interest- 
ing Boston history? 

The standing covered cup by Cutshing (active 
1830-1870) is a magnificent early example of the 
Chinese Revival style (1840 to 1949). Here the Can- 
tonese silversmith transformed a presentation cup 
of typical late Georgian style by the addition of sea 
dragon handles and repoussé grapevine bands bor- 
dering a scene depicting Westerners rowing on a 
river. Chinese Hong merchants often gave hand- 
some art objects as gifts to departing American mer- 
chants. This cup was presented to Joseph Coolidge 
of Boston, a partner in the American firm of Rus- 
sell and Company, on his departure from Canton 
in 1840; the donors were leading Chinese or Hong 
merchants whose names are engraved on the front. 
The view of Westerners engaged in a rowing or 
“pulling” race must have reminded Coolidge of 
races that he had frequently organized on the 
crowded Pearl River, much to the consternation of 
the Hong merchants. They strongly advised against 
such activities, aware that higher officials would 
hold them responsible should any accidents occur. 
In offering this gift, the merchants may have hoped 
that at least one of their many worries would end 
with Coolidge’s departure!’ 

Although interest in Japanese export silver is in- 
creasing among collectors, this field remains rela- 
tively unexplored awaiting both a major exhibition 
and a comprehensive catalogue or monograph. 
Most Japanese export silver dates from the Meiji 
period (1868-1912) or later!4 

One of the most impressive pieces of Japanese 
export silver in the collection is a large pear-shaped 
vase with double walls said to have been present- 
ed by the emperor of Japan to Mr. Larz Anderson 
(1836-1937) at the conclusion if his tour of duty 
as United States ambassador in 1913. The vase is

decorated on front and back with the repoussé in- 
scription “American Embassy, Tokyo” in Japanese, 
and the Great Seal of the United States. Flower- 
ing chrysanthemum plants also executed in 
repoussé surround the inscription and seal}* 

Although still in its initial stages, research in this 
area has identified the major Anglo-Indian firms 
manufacturing silver for Westerners in Calcutta, 
Bombay and Madras!° The example illustrated is 
a large and splendid salver presented to Horace 
Hayman Wilson (1786-1860), Mint Master of the 
Calcutta Mint, by his Indian colleagues on the oc- 
casion of his departure for England in 1832!’ 
Weighing forty-three troy ounces, and bearing the 
name of Pittar and Company, one of the leading 
Calcutta goldsmiths, the chasing and cast ornamen- 
tation of this salver compare favorably with the 
finest London craftsmanship/® 

Even less research has been done regarding sil- 
verware with Indian decoration made for Western 
use. Sometimes referred to as “bazaar silver;+a term 
which hardly does justice to their often exquisite 
workmanship —these pieces display repoussé deco- 
ration with traditional Moghul scenes of hunters 
attacking wild animals with other animals in turn 


attacking their prey. On large pieces these scenes 
are bordered with repoussé bands of Hindu dei- 
ties. Although these designs by perhaps seem 
“busy” to some Western tastes, the consummate skill 
of the artisans who produced them commands our 
admiration 

This is but a very small sampling of the fascinat- 
ing objects which await the visitor to the Peabody 
Museum’s new Asian Export Art Wing; there are 
a great many others of equal beauty and interest. 
Because they comprise the first permanent instal- 
lation of Asian export art, every effort has been 
made to provide informative and readable labels. 
A single visit therefore seldom allows enough time 
fully to enjoy the new wing, let along the hand- 
somely redesigned exhibits of Maritime History, 
Ethnology and Natural History. 

All of us at the Museum have taken great joy dur- 
ing the last few months in noting the increasing 
number of visitors to this remarkable institution. 
Having discovered that one or two tours of the out- 
standing displays are not nearly enough, many vi- 
sitors are now joining the fast-growing membership 
list of the Peabody Museum.

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THE MUSEUM’S NEW INTERPRETIVE EFFORT

The recently completed Asian Export Art Wing 
is perhaps the most important expansion in the Pea- 
body Museum’s history. The impact on the Muse- 
um and its mission has been far greater than the 
mere addition of some 26,700 square feet of addi- 
tional space. The analysis, research and study car- 
ried out during the initial planning went far beyond 
immediate concerns for construction and extend- 
ed long range with an eye to future development 
and the impact on our entire physical plant, in- 
cluding climate control, lighting, security, fire sup- 
pression and support services. More significantly, 
however, it also involved a review of the Museum’s 
interpretive philosophy, which defines the manner 
in which the Museum presents its collection to the 
public. In this area as well, more was involved than 
an ambitious building program and the creation of 
a new curatorial department of Asian Export Art. 

Faced with a challenge of bringing together con- 
ceptually the Museum’s diverse and unique collec- 
tions into a thematic and integrated whole, the 
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response was to look to the historical roots of the 
Museum as a means to unify and focus the collec- 
tions. The establishment of the Peabody Museum 
in 1799 by the East India Marine Society offered 
an extraordinary vantage point and historical con- 
text not to be found anywhere else in the world. 
On voyages to distant ports of the globe in pursuit 
of trade, the 402 members of the Society gathered 
remarkable collections that today form the core of 
the Museum. Many other museums may have mar- 
itime, ethnological, Asian Export Art, and natural 
history collections, but no other museum in the 
world was founded by a marine society, and few, 
if any, can so visibly trace the history of national 
development and the enrichment of society through 
international trade. Throughout the galleries and 
exhibit areas of the Museum, wherever possible, 
the common thread of America’s maritime past 
links even some of our most exotic collections to 
the age of sail, and the purposes of the East India 
Marine Society. 


Throughout the design phase of the Asian Ex- 
port Art wing, attention focused on the interrela- 
tionship of the various collectons. Interpretive 
considerations determined the actual physical lo- 
cation of the wing. The addition adjoins an historic 
building which houses ethnographic collections 
from Polynesia, the source of the sandalwood, 
mother-of-pearl, beche de mer, and other barter 
goods collected by the East India Marine Society 
to exchange for Chinese tea, silks, furniture, and 
porcelains, many of which now grace the Asian Ex- 
port Art wing itself. The central theme of the 
Museumr’s interpretive effort will impart an appreci- 
ation of America’s early entrepreneurial spirit, 
which resulted in the linking of cultures and peo- 
ples throughout the world. On November 10, 
“Maritime New England,’ the Museum’s major 
effort in this direction, opened to the public. In- 
cluded are sections on the deepwater trade, coastal 


trade, fishing, whaling and the port of Salem. In- 
tended for the future is an exhibit on the early 
American Navy, and the interpretive enhancement 
of East India Marine Hall, the original meeting 
place of the East India Society, located in the Muse- 
um’s oldest building in the National Register, built 
in 1825. “Maritime New England” presents dra- 
matically and unequivocally the seafaring origins 
of the Peabody Museum, and the strength of its 
founders who began the collections in their quest 
for profitable trade. Those exhibits taken as a whole 
set the stage linking not only the Asian Export Art 
Wing, but the Museum’s many other collections 
as well. Today, the Peabody Museum of Salem is 
heir to the inquiring spirit of those captain collec- 
tors, and throughout the Museum is portrayed their 
maritime roots and traditions and the art and civili- 
zation of people they encountered and the natural 
world of their homeland, Essex County.

The Museum’s campaign to build and endow the Asian Export Art 
Wing is entering its final and crucial stage. Just less than $600,000 must 
be raised by February 1989 for the Museum to receive a challenge grant 
of $500,000 from the Kresge Foundation. 

Architecture Critic Robert Campbell writing in The Boston Globe 
calls our Museum “one of the most interesting small museums in the 
country. . .The Asian Export Art Wing is a superb example of what can 
be accomplished. ..It has just as much vigor and invention as it has 
modesty and good manners.”
